Camp Shawono: Offering Troubled Youth ‘Another Chance’

It’s ten o’clock at night and 
lights go out at Camp Shawono, 
ending a busy day for residents 


, at the youth rehabilitation 


facility located west of Grayling 
off M-72 on the shores of Howes 
Lake. 

“We try to have a high impact 
on the kids here in a short 
period of time,”’ explains Bruce 
Haines, Camp Supervisor at the 
facility big enough to accom- 
modate 50 youths, ‘‘the secret of 
our success here is to keep them 
busy.” And a jam-packed 
schedule at the camp includes 
work activity, classroom train- 
ing, exercise, recreation, and 
time spent helping others, 
perhaps with the emphasis on 
the latter. 

Camp Shawono and its coun- 
terpart, Camp Nokomis at 
Houghton Lake, are the only 
two youth rehabilitation camps 
in the state of Michigan 
managed by the Office of Child- 


ren & Youth Services of the 
Department of Social Services. 
Both offer a total living ex- 
perience for 15-18 year old boys, 
state wards committed to the 
DSS because of delinquency ac- 
tivities. Customized programs 
and camp activities are 
targeted at preparing each 
camper to adopt a more normal 
position in society. 

Haines, a former DSS case- 
worker ip Antrim County, has 
been at Shawono since 1977. The 
camp opened at its present 
location in 1973, replacing a for- 
mer facility near Hartwick 
Pines, 

It’s aim is rehabilitation, a 
camp where people help people, 
from the director down through 
each of the staff members to the 


camper himself. 
“We don’t accept kids here 
whose behavior includes 


violence,” Haines emphasized 
ahout the camp’s policy, “nor

Haines said 
most campers are troubled 
youth with records of repeated 
juvenile delinquency. 

Referred youth are screened 
at Camp Nokomis, where final 
acceptance comes from 
Richard Manley, director for 
both facilities. But once a youth 
is approved for residency, an 
individualized — rehabilitation 
program is formulated, begin- 
ning with a treatment plan put 
together by members of the 
staff, which now numbers 20 in- 
cluding counselors, faculty 
members, youth specialists, 
cooks, office and maintenance 
personnel. 

The camp is an open program 
and campers are not “locked 
in’, with work training and 
recreational experiences oc- 
curring in communities nearby. 
As a result, youths at the camp 
must be willing and able to 
develop enough controls to stay 
in the program and deal with 


their problems in a way which 
is not harmful to themselves or 
others. Faculty members in- 
clude Deb Umlor, John Medler 
and Gus Konopnicki and camp 
counselors are George Morse, 
Paul Pahssen and David 
Pomeroy. 

Once at the camp, the staff 
helps the camper look at his 
problems, set goals for himself, 
and follow through on these 
goals. Progress is discussed 
with the boy at least once per 
month, often more frequently. 
The staff team decides when a 
boy has reached his goals and is 
ready for home visits. Aiding in 
these decisions are a group of 
youth specialists including Rod 
Denley, Don Adey, Ron Waite, 
Clem Sajdak and Al Peterson. 
Others include David Hays, 
Scott Remsing, Michael Croze 
and Tom Trowbridge. Each 
camper becomes directly in- 
volved in trying to help 
someone who is having trouble. 
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Located in a pleasant setting 
on Howes Lake, Camp Shawono 
activities center in three 
buildings-an ad- 
ministrative/school building, a 
dormitory and gymnasium cen- 
ter and cafeteria-dining area. 
Each is tastefully decorated to 
set the tone for the rehabilita- 
tive programs carried out by 
members of the staff. Haines 
said the average length of stay 
at the camp is six months for 
each boy. 

Work training programs are 
set up to give campers an op- 
portunity to learn good work 
habits and attitudes that will 
help them get and keep jobs 
when they return to the com- 
munity. The work activity is 
carried out in conjunction with 
the Department of Natural 
Resources who provide super- 
visors, the necessary tools, 
transportation and work assign- 
ments. Typical work sites in- 
clude state parks and carnp-

grounds and more recently 
Hanson Hill Ski Park, where 
camp work crews helped clear 
ski trails at the financially- 
troubled recreation site. 

Crews leave camp at 8:00 
a.m. and return at 3:15 p.m., 
necessitating the 10 o'clock 
“lights out’? weeknight rule at 
camp. Campers take their own 
lunch and earn $3 per day for 
their work, money they use for 
personal needs like toilet items, 
candy, pop, personal clothing 
and spending money. But more 
importantly, workers learn 
responsibility like getting along 
with others in a work environ- 
ment. All things necessary 
when a boy returns to learn, 
earn and cope in society. 

Supplementing the work 
training is the camp’s education 
programs. Classes are en- 
couraged to assist boys in com- 
pleting the GED (high school 
equivalency) testing.

Freeze Plans 


by State Rep. 
Ralph Ostling 


A thinly-veited plan being of- 
fered by three liberal Senate 
Democrats to freeze property 
tax assessments for al] of 1981 is 
making progress in the Legis- 
lature. 

The proposal, which I believe 
is badly flawed, would keep 
property taxes at their current 
levels for a year, and not pro- 
vide any state reimbursement 
for revenue lost by school dis- 
tricts or local units of gover- 
nment. 

The sponsors of the three-bill 
package claim that their legis- 
lation would save Michigan 
homeowners about $417 million 
next year, and they are willing 
to make large cuts into schoo) 
operating funds and other local 
services to do it. The House 
Republican caucus has agreed 
to go along with these cuts, but 
only if the tocal units are reim- 
bursed with state funds. 

The plan, which passed the 
Senate Finance Committee last 
week and will likely be debated 
by the full Senate sometime this 
week, would stop the new 
“equalization by class”’ 
provision scheduled to begin in 
1981. Under the plan, property 
is divided into six categories 
(industrial, commercial, 
agricultural, residential, tim- 
ber-cutover and developmen- 
tal) in each assessment district. 
Too-high or too-low assessmen- 
ts can be adjusted by class of 
property rather than across- 
tne-board, as has been the case 
in the past. The new plan makes 
for more uniform and_ fair 
assessments. I would not like to 
see that program snuffed out. 

The proposed legislation also 
would not allow for reduced 
assessments for property 
destroyed by fire or torn down. 

Despite all the negative 

aspects of the plan which I have 
already outlined, my biggest 
reservation about the 
legislation is that we could ac- 
tually see tax INCREASES if 
the bill is approved and signed 
into law. You see, the way the 
Legislature implemented the 
Headlee Amendment in 1979, 
millages could be raised again 
without a vote of the people in 
districts which had to roll back 
their millage last year if the 
assessment freeze were to take 
place. 
’ Though the Senate Democra- 
tic package may have a head- 
start in these last few weeks 
before the end of legislative 
Session, my Republican 
colleague, State Representative 
Charles Varnum of Manistique, 
has introduced a_ similar 
measure which I believe con- 
tains, or will contain, many of 
the provisions omitted in the 
Senate proposal. 

Representative Varnum’s bill 
would give Michigan property 
owners a reprieve from higher 
tax bills in both 1981 and 1982. 
Like the Senate bill, the recen- 
tly-introduced legislation does 
not contain a provision for state 
reimbursement equal to the 
amount of revenue lost by local 
units as a result of the freeze, 
but Representative Varnum 
says he will attempt to amend 
the bill to include such a pro- 
vision when it comes up for 
debate in the House.

again until the last day of 1982, 
in effect placing a freeze on 
current property tax levels in 
1981 and 1982, All new construc- 
tion and property improvemen- 
ts would be assessed based on 
1980 levels, 

Unlike the Senate bill, any 
removal or destruction of 
property would be considered 
and subtracted from the assess- 
ment rolls, if the bill is ap- 
proved. 

House Republicans believe 
the Varnum proposal is far 
superior to the Senate Demo- 
cratic plan, and we are hopeful 
that it will be considered before 
the end of the term. 

However; if we are forced to 
vote on only the Senate 
proposal, we will support any 
cut and then make every at- 
tempt-if a cut takes away local 
revenue-to cut state spending 
and reimburse local units 
without any state tax increase.

T expect the bill to be debated 
by the full House this week, 

The Pigeon River State 
Forest is a 96,000-acre tract of 
land just east of Wolverine. 
Three oil companies-Amoco 
Production Company, Shell Oil 
Company and Northern Michi- 
gan [exploration Company-hold 
leases to drill in the area. 

A consent order, approved by 
the Natural Resources Com- 
mission in 1976, would allow 
drilling in the forest provided 
companies met environmental 
safety guidelines while extract- 
ing oi! and gas from environ- 
mentally sensitive areas. The 
lease-holding oil companies will 
still follow the 1976 consent or- 
der, but have agreed to more 
stringent controls for drilling, 
under the bill. 

The consent order was enjoin- 
ed by the state Supreme Court, 
and provides for the oil com- 
panies holding leases to drill on 
10 sites in the least sensitive 
portion (the bottom one-third) 
of the forest. 


Here are some of the 
provisions in the bill: 
—drilling could progress 


from One site to another only af- 
ter necessary environmental 
protections had taken place. 

—“Marginal,’’ or less cer- 
tain, wells would be closed. 

—oil companies would be 
required to fund studies on 
forest management techniques, 
and time and production limits. 

--a public advisory panel 
would be created to oversee ac- 


_ tivity in the forest. 


—the DNR would provide in- 
creased patrols of the areas 
being developed. 

The Department would also 
be required to present an an- 
nual report on oj] and gas pro- 


duction in the area to the Legis-. 


lature, the Governor’s office 
and the public. 

—the director of the DNR 
would be required to develop 
stringent gate and tock techni- 
ques for all aecess roads, and 
off-road vehicle usage would be 
outlawed within the bottom one- 
third of the forest. 

-~all contingency plans asso- 
ciated with the original 1976 
consent order would be up- 
dated. 

If the bill is approved, and I 
expect il to be, it will be sent to 
Governor Milliken for his signa- 
ture. Once enacted, the only ob- 
stacle to drilling in the forest is 
entering it as a consent agree- 
ment in Ingham County Circuit 
Court, where lawsuits against 
exploration are now pending, 

There seems to be little op- 
position to the legislation now, 
and drilling in the forest will 
likely begin in the first few 
months of 1981,

Reagan off to 


good start

around as an outsider, distrustful of 


government in Washington, and deter- 
mined to control the apparatus rather 
than succumb to it. : 

By most scorecards, Mr. Carter fell far 
short of his goal. In fact, his antagonism 
to the Washington — establishment, 
especially Congress, helped to doom Mr. 
Carter to a one-term presidency, accord- 
ing to most analyses. 

A run through recent presidential 
history, pre-dating the Carter administra- 
tion, gives further weight to the Reagan 
approach during his transition. As I stop 
to think of past presidents and their 
ascent to office, the closest comparison in 
my mind has to be John F. Kennedy, who 
also exhibited adroitness in dealing with 
others in positions of relative power. Mr. 
Reagan, these days, reminds me of Mr. 
Kennedy, in those days. 

There are, to me, some disconcerting 
signs in the early Reagan transition, 
however. 

It disturbs me that many names out of 
the Republican past keep popping up as 
possible keys to the new Reagan adminis- 
tration, There seems to be a great many 
returnees from the Nixon and the Ford 
administrations, ready to jump right in 
with the Reagan administration—just as 
many holdovers from the Johnson ad- 
ministration emerged in some key roles in 
the Carter administration. 

Personally, I was hoping for the emer- 
gence of more new, fresh faces in the cir- 
cles of power which run things in the 
capital. Instead it seems that many key 
Reagan personnel will be retreads from 
the past. 

Perhaps such continuity with the past 
is desirable, or even necessary. It is a 
facet of the Reagan presidency which 
bears continued scrutiny. 

All in all, it appears that Mr. Reagan is 
off to a fine start in his tough, demanding 
job. Certainly there will be rough spots as 
time goes on, but the first steps he has 
taken are reassuring. He seems to have a 
reasonable, realistic approach, 

Maybe he won't be such a bad president 
after all.

Budget Action 


Action by the Budget Con- 
ference Committee has set the 
stage for a substantial tax cut 
next year. 

The tax cut was only one of 
many provisions inclided in the 
conferees’ new budget report. 
The total budget package is for 
$632.4 billion, which is up $60 
billion from last year but ac- 
tually down as far as pur- 
chasing power is concerned. 

I was pleased that Congress 
heeded the plea of the people 
and planned for a tax cut. It 
should be about $35-40 billion in 
size and details will be worked 
out early next year. The con- 
ferees’ proposal calls for a 
business tax cut retroactive to 
the first of next year and an in- 
dividual cut beginning July 1. 

This is a good measure for at 
least three reasons. First, it will 
take effect soon, which I feel is 
important. Second, it covers 


“both business and the in- 


dividual. And third, it is a big 
enough cut to help our tax- 
payers and yet it is not so big” 
that it overwhelms attempts to 
keep our budget in check. 

We'll have to wait now to see 
exactly what the details will be 
on the cut plan. 

A lot has happened to this 
budget since work began a year 
ago. What had originally star- 
ted out to be a balanced budget 
is now projected to go $27.4 
billion in the red, and for that 
reason I voted against this 


_ spending plan. I was in favor of 


the action in the area of the tax 
cut, but I wanted an amen- 
dment included that would have 
given the President power to 
Make certain cutbacks to 
balance the budget. 
Eliminating our annual deficit 
has long been one of my prior- 
ities. 

All that’s left now is for both 
the House and the Senate to give 
final approval to the budget. 
That could happen very soon.

Delicious tidbits are made 
from the state’s sweet cherry 
crop each year by soaking them 
in a sdlution to remove the 
color, pitting and putting them 
into syrup mixture with 
flavorings and red or green 
coloring added. After the color 
is absorbed, the cherries are 
bottled, pasteurized and ready 
for any festivity-even to cele- 
brate Tuesdays! 

Almond-flavored, — crunchy- 
textured maraschino cherries 
are an excellent reproduction of 
an Italian creation more than 
300 years ago. The cherries 
were first processed in the U.S. 
using imported Italian 
maraschino liqueur to provide 
the unique flavor. An imitation 
flavor was soon substituted, 
leaving behind only the name. 

Maraschinos are excellent as 
fruit toppers for breakfast 
cereals, waffles, and pancakes, 
especially when mixed with 
whipped butter. Blend chopped 
maraschinos into hot 
vegetables such as corn, peas, 
carrots and yams to give added 
zest and color. 

Decorate bread and biscuit 
recipes by folding diced 
cherries into the dough. For an 
easy taste treat for unexpected 
holiday company, add two oun- 
ces of chopped maraschino 
cherries to a fudge brownie mix 
and bake as usual. 

Add a pint of sliced cherries 
to a package of nut bread or 
corn muffin mix for an elegant 
accompaniment to a fruit salad 
luncheon or a baked ham din- 
ner. 

Make Bavarian green beans 
by combining one-quarter cup 
sweet and sour sauce with one- 
quarter cup bacon bits and one- 
half cup chopped cherries. Toss 
lightly with one pint cooked 
green beans.

revenue sharing bill, and it ap- 
pears that state governments 
may come into the program af-, 
ter a year delay. 

Right now it’s difficult to 
make any definite statements 
about what the final bill will 
look like. The Senate version 
hasn’t been approved yet and 
when it is, a compromise will 
have to be reached. 

I can, however, make a 
definite statement about the 
House bill. It will authorize $4.6 
billion to lecal governments 
over the next three years. 
That’s a slight decrease in their 
funding levels froin past years. 
Although the states will lose 
their share this year, they will 
again be included in the 
program in 1982 and 1983. Then 
states will have a choice bet- 
ween getting revenue sharing 
money or certain types of gran- 
ts. 

I have supported _ this 
program all along. Eliminating 
revenue sharing, as some had 
‘suggested, would have been 2 
crippling blow to our local 
governinent system.

Good Citrus Supply 


When buying oranges, look 
for firtn, heavy fruit with fresh, 
bright-looking, reasonably 
smooth skin, Avoid light-weight 
oranges, those with rough or 
duit, dry skin and those with a 
spongy texture, 

In tangerines, look for deep 
yellow or orange color and 
bright luster. Avoid tangerines 
that are pale yellow or greenish 
and those that have punctured 
skin or soft spots. 

Avoid grapefruit with dis- 
colored or water-soaked areas 
or with a dull, soft, tender peel 
that breaks easily with finger 
pressure. 

Buy only the citrus fruits that 
you can use or store without 
waste and watch for spoilage. 

Never pinch fruit in the store 
because the cost of fruit dam- 
aged by handling is passed on. 
to you through higher prices. 
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
